Ro o s e v e l t 
Proposes 
$17,802,000,000 Cut In 
Federal 
Expenditures 


WASHINGTON, Jan. • — Presklent Roosevelt proposed to congress 
today a flexible 1946 fiscal year budget calling for a reduction of ex­ 
penditures to $83.760,OOO,(KH) and estimating a cumulative war ex­ 
pend of $450,000,000,000 for tl»e six year*. 
The 1946 expenditure would be approximately $17,802,000,000 less 
than those in the current— 1945— fiscal year. The six veer war au­ 
thorization figure ©overs the period from July, 1940, to June 30, 1916. 
Mr. Roosevelt told congress that there was no justification for tax 
reduction so long a* we are engaged In major war, and framed this 
budget to meet the eventuality of war In Europe continuing another 
18 months. 
This budget message contained a preview of Roosevelt’s post 
war demobilization and employment plans. They evidently contem­ 
plate reduction of annual government expenditure* to $50,000,(MMI,OOO 
through the desnobtlizatlon period and ultimately to $25,000,000,000 
where the) will level off.

gery. George Crile, Jr., of Cleve­ 
land, recorded his findings in 2U0 
consecutive patients w ho en me to 
him with the complaint of a lump 
in the breast and he found only a 
little more than a quarter of them 
(69 to be exact) to be cancer 
These, let us emphasize, were not 
selected cases—just the first 200 
that came along, with no attem pt 
on his part to establish a record 
or make a point. 


C}htie Disease 


The condition which resembles 
cancer of the breast most nearly 
and the occurrence of which scares 
so many women unnecetsai ily is 
called cystic disease. It is a chron­ 
ic inflammation, in which either 
the entire breast is lumpy or 
there may be a single discrete 
lump consisting of a single cyst. 
Most of the women with this con 
dition ire between 30 and 50 yes. 
of age, so it is regarded as an in 
volutional change, occurring a ’t

is hope.”

The next most important sign 
of cancer is dimpling or fixation 
of the skin over the lump.

Fnlaigement of the lymph 
nodes (kernel*) in the arm pit is 
also important in diagnosis, al­ 
though we all wish v omen would 
come for diagnosis before that oc- 
urs. Retraction of the nipple oc­ 
curs in benign and cancerous con­ 
ditions in about equal number.

Dekker accept­ 
ed all imitations to talk, and often 
rushed off the set in his makeup of 
an old seadog, bristly whiskers, un­ 
kempt hair and shabby clothes of 
the captain—to make his campaign 
speeches.

tion 
inevitably

domination. 
The Russian* have their idea of 
democracy which travels with their 
arm ies, and we have an entirely 
different one, which is not travel­ 
ing at all. To date, any realist 
must conclude they are getting 
away with theirs; we are not do­ 
ing so well. 
By April, It seems to me, this 
process of dividing Europe will be 
an accomplished fact, an irretriev­ 
ably fait accompli. 
Will the Russians then come into 
the world club, or join club-like 
rule of a stable Europe maintained 
with the arms of the big three ? I 
believe they will. They will then 
have what they want and natural­ 
ly will desire a world organization 
plus our armies and the British to 
guarantee and preserve their gains 
forever, if possible. 
In fact, I wonder if they did not 
prevent final agreement on the 
Dumbarton Oaks line, and delay 
the constantly-promised negotia­ 
tions since then, in order to get 
what they could in Europe first. 
The ideals of Dumbarton for 
free 
determinations 
of 
peoples, 
might be embarrassing to the Lub­ 
lin Polish recognition, etc., unless 
they got into those countries to 
stage 
the 
elections 
themselves. 
Their bargaining position with us 
certainly has been improved about 
IOO percent by the delay they 
caused. 
But will our people and the sen­ 
ate want a charter in April which 
perpetuates with arms the things 
I they are now criticizing so severe­ 
ly in Europe? Will the adminis- 
; tration want it? And what will we 
get out of it? 
There are certain discernible an­ 
swers to these questions authon- 
I tit ally Available here and I will re­ 
port them.

"I am sure you have received 
notice from the War department 
that you son. S Sgt. Gilbert Dow*- J 
den, Jr., was killed in action in ! 
Germany on 25 November 1944. 
"Gilbert, a member of a Rifle 
Company, was killed in an attack 
on the Siegfried line. He and other 


members of the organization suc­ 
ceeded in capturing 14 pill-boxes 
and cleared several tank traps. 
"Since he has been a member of 
this organization for quite some 
time I want you to know those 
dominant traits of his personality, 
which 
you know 
so well, 
were 
manifest to us. I want you to know 
the high regard in which he was 
held by all the officers and men in 
his unit, and on behalf of them I 
wish to offer my sincere condolen­ 
ces. We know that he did not live 
or die in vain. The blessing of his 
life 
will forever 
enrich all 
who 
knew him. I am sure you will al­ 
ways keep in mind the words of 
him who said: ‘Greater love hath 
no man than this, that a man lay 
down his life for his friends’. 
"Burial service w*as conducted 
by a Protestant chaplain as he was 
laid to rest In a typical American 
cemetery in Eastern France.”
